A complaint which is not in compliance with 
the rules governing pleadings in disciplinary proceedings may be dismissed,” and a pleading which 


fails to allege a ground for discipline or removal is also subject to dismissal.’ 


The charges may not be dismissed on the ground that members of the disciplinary body are subject 
to investigation,“ on the basis of prejudicial publicity from that body, where confidentiality has 


been waived,” or on other grounds which do not render the complaint ineffectual.°
